The trail is being opened from here to 
Bibine Like, the side bills are graded eigh 
teet, which mak s it almosta good waggon 
road. It will be thuroughly . finished to 
Babine Lake by the end of July, and will be 
open for pack trains in ten days, so that they 
can convey # tull load through. 

Moore’s animals left here yesterday loaded 
for the Lake. Parties can ship goods 
threugh without much trouble. It will take 
Almost 15 days from the mouth here; and if 
there are no pack trains there is no difficulty 
in obtaining Indians for 10c. per pound. Mr 
Sterling loaded over 150 Indians in three 
days, at that rate, From there the goods go 
at present down Babine and across to Tatlan, 
then in boats to the Landiag. As soon as 
the trail is finished through, there will be 
but one trunshipment,—at Lake Tatlah. 
The distance from here to Lake Tatiah is es- 
timated by Mr. Dewduey at about 65 miles— 
45 to Babine, and 18 to 20 from thence to 
Tatlah, 

There has been so far quite a wet summer, 
and cool; but suppose we will have our 
warm weather in July.

Several 
other descriptions manufactured at the Government 
Factory, Waltham Abbey, have also been tried, bat have 
not afforded the same uniform accuracy of shooting. 

There appear to be difficulties, confined, it is believed,
